This  shrub 
makes  its  blossoms  on  new  wood,  and  in  locations 
where  it  does  not  winter-kill  back  to  the  ground  it 
should  be  cut  back  to  within  8  inches  of  the  ground 
each  year,  this  will  cause  the  blossoms  to  be  larger 
and  have  a  more  brilliant  color.  In  the  more  nor¬ 
thern  sections  this  shrub  may  be  planted  in  tubs  or 
pots,  and  in  autumn  carried  to  the  cellar  and  kept 
during  the  winter.  As  the  Crape  Myrtle  blooms 
almost  continuously  for  a  period  of  three  months, 
the  large  attractive  blossoms  will  well  repay  you 
for  the  time  and  trouble.  When  taken  to  the  cellar 
it  is  best  to  cut  it  back  to  within  12  inches  of  the 
soil.

Many  kinds  of  rose  plants  may  be  bought.  Many  are 
sold  each  year  at  low  prices  from  greenhouses  known  as 
“own  root  plants”  which  come  to  the  buyer  as  little  plants 
in  full  leaf.  Sometimes  these  succeed,  but  seldom.  Worn- 
out  and  discarded  greenhouse  roses  which  have  been  used 
for  winter  production  of  cut  roses  known  as  “bench 
plants”.  These  are  offered  usually  by  department  stores 
and  Dime  stores  at  low  prices ;  these  sometimes  succeed, 
but  not  often.  Not  only  are  they  worn  out  when  received, 
but  frequently  they  have  been  handled  with  ruthless  disre¬ 
gard  of  vitality  before  they  are  prepared  for  curbstone  or 
Dime  store  sale.
